Finland and Russia talk peace while Italy blows hot and cold over Britain’s coal blockade 


‘The word Peace flickered 
over Finland after more 
than three months of war. 
‘The military situation of 
Finland (see p. 34) was ea- 
pable of developing only 
in the direction of despera- 
tion. At this juncture, the 
Allies, after three months 
of confused thought as to 
how the Finnish war could 
be turned to advantage, 
SVINHUFVUD let out a strong hint that 
they might use their right, under the League of Na- 
tions declaration of Dee. 14, to send an army to Fi 
land's aid through Norway and Sweden. The fact 
was that, though an Allied attack on Germany's 
northern flank has certain advantages, the Allies 
really do not want to take on Soviet Russia too. But 
the men in the Kremlin honestly believe that there is 
no bottom to the black-hearted villainy of the eap- 
italist statesmen. Thus, Russia hastened to present 
a secret ultimatum to the Finns, presumably through 
Sweden, for peace before the Allies could arrive. 
‘The terms of peace, according to the most reason- 
able rumors, were that Finland give Russia the 
Karelian Isthmus, Viipuri, the whole northern shore 
of Lake Ladoga including Sortavala, Petsamo in the 
north and the nickel mii and, worst of all, the 
whole peninsula of Hanko for a naval base. To this 
last, Finland’s Premier Risto Ryti reportedly gave a 
flat no, but his Foreign Minister Tanner was for sur- 
render. On hearing the brutality of the terms, the 
neutral Swedes considered sending their northern 
army of 50,000 men against Russia. However, Fin- 
Jand’s ex-President Pehr Svinhufvud went first to 
Stockholm, then to Berlin, to make contact with 
Russians, He was accompanied by Juho Paasiki 
who reported for LIFE (March 4) the amicable tone 
of the pre-war talks in Moscow. The U.S. Ambas- 
Laurence Steinhardt, saw Russian 
r Molotoy to do what he could. 
England felt serious consternation as it saw slipping 
away its chance to fight on Germany's northern 
flank. But actually any peace that leaves Finland 
its sovereignty would be a benefit to the Finns. 


Coal to Italy. For six months of war, Britain pe 
mitted Italy to ship German coal from Dutch por 
through the British blockade, because Italy needed 
the coal so badly. Meanwhile, it offered to sell Welsh 
coal in exchange for Fiat motors and guns, but Italy 
offered only olive oil, wine and farm produce. Fi- 
nally, B announced that at midnight March 1 
the traffic in German coal must stop. The Italian 
colliers, nevertheless, kept on sailing from Rotter- 
dam. Italy sent Britain a scorching note and the 
whole Italian press breathed fire and brimstone. In 
the Italian evening papers that predicted a complete 
British backdown, the Italian editors were obliged to 
insert a small dispatch saying that the British had 
seized nine Italian colliers carrying 60,000 tons of 
coal. The British Enemy Exports Committee confis- 
cated the cargoes, ordered seven more seized and re- 
leased one because it had sailed just before midnight, 
March 1, The Italian press amazingly began to 
breathe “optimism” and compromise. Meanwhile, 
Germany rushed five trains of 50 cars a day to Ital 
carrying coal. Rail transport of coal is expens 
but Germany’s coal is its chief exportable asset. At 
week’s end, Hitler sent his Foreign Minister Joachim 
von Ribbentrop to Rome to give Mussolini new or- 
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ders. Finally, to offset the effect of Ribbentrop’s 
visit, Britain released 13 of the colliers with their 
cargoes on condition that Italy send no more.

Under Howard's 
silks, he started to go places, won 17 races in two 
years, seemed sure to pass Sun Beau's all-time mone;

‘Their only chance, as 
it was that of the Poles, is that the ground 
will turn wet under the invaders’ tanks and 
armored cars, with an early spring thaw.

Patrols are now present on slopes and trails of most of the chief ski 
centers, rescue accident victims, administer first aid. 

Ski-patrol service is voluntary and unpaid, but membership is limited 
to accomplished amateurs who have passed the Red Cross 20-hour 
first-aid course. Patrolmen instruct novices in safety precautions and 
promote ski ethics like walking up the sides of trails, refilling “sitz- 
marks” or “bathtubs” (the divots of skiing). Their studies reveal that 
most mishaps befall over-zealous tyros and tired skiers in late afternoon.

jetween British civilians and their Ministry of Informa- 

tion, there has been, since war began, a running feud. 
Civilians have said that the Ministry talks too little. ‘The 
Ministry now retorts that civilians talk too much, In 
2,000,000 posters to be plastered on walls, fences, vehicles, 
in restaurants, phone booths and clubs, it warns that an 
idle tongue may earry death in its wag. 

Most of these posters, like those at left, are clever ear- 
toons drawn by famous Punch Artist “Fougasse,” who is 
really Kenneth Bird, an ex-engineer. They show gossipers 
prattling war secrets in railway and subway coaches, in 
clubs, bars, restaurants and parlors, while Hitler and/or 
Giring eavesdrop behind, above, below or in the wallpaper. 
Others, displaying a small Hitler with large ears, warn: Ie 
wants to know your little game, where you're going, whence you 
came; even alone or in a crowd, never mention these out loud. 

Civilians, chafing under rations, train delays and black- 
outs, are answering this hush campaign with sarcasm. ‘The 
Daily Herald ridicules it in @ cartoon showing cabinet 
ministers straining to overhear war news from two bux- 
‘om shoppers in a subway. The Daily Mail thinks “humor 
isn’t enough,” suggests more forceful captions, such as: 
A maiden loved; an idle word; a comrade lost; and Adolf 
served. Others imply that posters are intended less to si- 
lence non-existent war news than grumbling over war policy.

trees are swelling as the warming March sun sucks the watery 
sap up through the tree trunks and out along the branches.

But as far north as Mis- 
souri, buds are pushing hard against their coverings. ‘The scales 
are falling off, as on the alder opposite.

Most people think the woods in win- 
ter are bleak, ‘Those who look closely find that each bud is a spot 
of color, One man who peered very closely is Rutherford Platt, 
vice president of a New York advertising agency, who took the 
color photographs opposite. 

Nature produces a huge

or is torn off, a dormant bud nearby quickly opens to fill the gap.

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in the gigantic vaudeville of American politics, the family act is a new 

kind of turn, popularized as a sideline by Franklin Delano Roosevelt and 
Anna Eleanor Roosevelt Roosevelt, but brought to its real perfection by 
Robert Alphonso Taft and Martha Bowers Taft. The team of Roosevelt | 
& Roosevelt practices a rudimentary division of labor. Since Franklin 
Roosevelt first aspired to the Presidency, his wife has concentrated on her 
thousand and one other interests, leaving political activity largely to him. 
The team of Taft & Taft makes no such traditional distinction, And their 
innovating daring may be the deciding factor if Roosevelt II is to be suc- 
ceeded in the White House by a Taft IL 

Bob and Martha Taft brought their family act in from the provinces 
only a year and a half ago. Bob Taft had a famous name, driving energy 
and the reputation of having transformed the Democrats’ 1936 Ohio 
majority of 630,000 into the Republican majority of 170,000, which sent 
him to the Senate in 1938. He immediately joined Arthur H. Vandenberg 
and Thomas E. Dewey as a leading contender for the Republican Presi- 
dential nomination. 

Since then, vast numbers of Americans have got to know the Tafts. 
Together and apart, they have quartered the broad valley of the Missis- 
sippi, marched into New England, descended on the tourist haunts of 
Florida, hunted delegates in Texas with more success than turkeys, and 
barnstormed through the high Northwest in the family car. Everywhere 
they have been grected with mild surprise. Bob Taft, solid and ungainly

overflows with a magnificent, boundless vitality. Both are strangely un- 
theatrical. They go through the expected motions—as everyone has 
noticed, Bob Taft's publicity pictures are the funniest since Calvin Cool- 
idge’s—but the impression is not quite what amateurs of the political 
vaudeville have lately come to expect. A puzzled Tacoma lady tried to 
sum it up, remarking gropingly ac a Taft meeting: “The Tafts seem just 
fine but I can't help wondering whether they aren't dressing down to 
Washington State.” 

Most people realize at once, of course, that the Tafts are putting their 
best foot foremost, Their very plainness, their obvious satisfaction that 
theirs is an act to which it is safe to bring the wife and children, is one of 
the two great assets of the team of Taft & Taft. The other is the fact that 
they are a team. 

As befits the husband and the candidate, Bob Taft makes the main deci- 
sions and the main speeches. But with all his ability and his capacity for 
work, Bob Taft has one serious political defect. His passion for privacy is 
almost morbid. He can be remarkably convincing in his impersonal, platitu- 
dinous style, but he presents himself to the public in the bleak terms of a 
Who's Who sketch. The task of putting Bob Taft across is thus reserved for 
Martha Tafe, one of the few women in the world who can compete in charm 
with Eleanor Roosevelt. To interpret the husband to the voters, the wife 
stumped Ohio when he was running for the Senate. Now she has taken the 
stump on her own to help him get che Republican nomination. And, if he does 
getit, the betting is odds-on that she will stump the nation to send him to the 
White House, Thus far, the combination seems to be working well, for the 
Tafts hope to go into the Republican convention with at least 300 delegates.

Yet it is not their tradition of public service 
that gives the distinctive flavor to Bob and Mar- 
tha Taft. It is a family flavor, suggested by 
Grandfather Alphonso when he wrote home 
from Vienna: “A baron here ranks, I judge, 
about with a justice of the peace in Vermont.” 
Ieis a pervasive flavor, yet easier to catch than to 
describe. You get it in big things, like Bob 
Tafe’s unconventional admission before deciding 
on his farm program: “I know the country has 
got to do something for the farmers; 1 don’t 
think what the New Deal has done is practical 
bur I'm not yee sure what to do myself." Or his 
explanation of his vote for repeal of the arms 
embargo: “I'm an isolationist, but if we can help 
the English and French without involving our- 
selves, I don't see why we shouldn't.” You get 
ic in the trivial things, like Bob Taft's remark 
to the footman calling his car after a big Wash- 
ington party: ‘It’s a good car but ic doesn’t 
come when called; or the unconcern with 
which, at an improbable supper with Noel Cow- 
ard and Alice Roosevelt Longworth, he carefully 
draped a napkin co protect his yellowing white 
waistcoat from a rather liquid dish of chicken. 
You get it, in truth, in everything from the Taft 
tricks of speech to the Taft mental habit of meas- 
uring all problems by the experience of Ohio. 
This strong, persistent localism, this careless- 
ness of front, this blunt, practical frankness—at 
first they scem hard to place. Then the picture 
comes of the broad streets arched with trees, of 
the wide lawns enriched by iron statuary and of 
the roomy, ugly houses inhabited by the leading 
citizens of the great Midwest cities in the years 
of their growth. Such were the scenes of the 
first years of Bob and Martha Taft. Such is still 
their natural climate. Times have changed and 
the Tafts have adjusted themselves. Yet both 
are inctadicably of the type of those “leading 
citizens,” those merchants, lawyers, educators, 
bankers and manufacturers who walked the 
shady streets, lived in the ugly houses and buile 
up booming Cleveland and Cincinnati, St. Louis 
and St. Paul before Big Business engulfed local 
enterprise. The type had its defects. Ie was 
often narrow, often lacked grace, sometimes had 
too-set convictions and a too-provincial frame of 
reference. But it was a good type, dependable, 
hardheaded, thrifty, ducy-doing and rootedly 
American. Now nearly as extinct as the dodo, it 
may still be good politics.

Bob Taft's aravism, which he has communicated to his wife, is not 
difficult to understand. Born in 1889, he was 10 when huge, jovial 
William Howard Taft, spurred on by his clever, ambitious wife, 
began his journey from Cincinnati co the Philippines as Governor 
General, then to Washington as Secretary of War under Theodore 
Roosevelt and finally to the White House. Eldest of the Taft brood, 
young Bob was one of those gangling, angular, serious children, 
brilliant at books but poor at games, who are commonly rather shy. 
Although he left it early, the comfortable Taft house in Cincinnati, 
across the road from the fire station, was always home to him. 
Through all his youch, he returned to familiar Cincinnati whenever 
he was allowed, leaving to his more sociable brother Charley the 
delights of Malacafian Palace and the stimulating if somewhat 
devastating experience of playing with the little Roosevelts. 


He refused to paint Europe red 


Besides being shy, Bob was a painfully industrious apprentice. On 
family trips, he got the name of “The Guide" for his expertness with 
timetables. At his Uncle Horace’s Taft school, he always led his 
class; at Yale he led it again and at the Harvard Law School, he was 
on the Law Review in his second year and editor in chief in his third. 
He hardly smoked, he rarely drank, he did not stay up late. Yet his 
worthiness was not of the crying kind that disdains the company of 
publicans and sinners. At Yale he made friends: George Harrison, 
now president of the New York Federal Reserve Bank; Robert 
French, now the Yale English professor; and others who are stand- 
ing him in good stead in his Presidential campaign. He was in 
Psi U and Bones. He was even accepted as a slightly unenthusiastic 
companion in dissipation, and still likes to recall a wild trip abroad 
of this period. “The others,” he says with relish, “just painted 
Europe red. I used to go to bed at 11 and then they would go off 
and get themselves in jail."” 

The turning point in his carcer came because he could avoid Wash- 
ington no longer when his father was President. Then he used to 
bring parties of classmates down to the White House, to ride and 
play charades with girls recruited for the occasion by the family. 
One of the recruits was pretty, black-eyed Martha Bowers, who 
teased him gaily for not remembering their first encounter at a school 
dance years before. He fell hard, and in the spring of 1913, towards 
the close of his last year in law school, he journeyed to the capital 
on purpose to form the team of Taft & Taf. Circumstances were not 
wholly in his favor. He had lost the aegis of the White House, 
which his father had just vacated for Woodrow Wilson. His lady 
was accustomed to the more dashing intellectual enlargements of the 
“House of Truth,” where Felix Frankfurter, Lord Eustace Percy and 
other young Washington blades of those days lived in an atmosphere 
of mild Fabianism and fervent worship for Oliver Wendell Holmes. 
She was also suffering from a bad riding accident, in which a run- 
away horse had catapulted her clean over a streetcar. Neverthe- 
less, she accepted Bob Taft. 

Their engagement was a secret until that summer, when he fol- 
lowed her to Europe. His father demanded angrily: “What's the 
matter with Bob? Has he been bitten by the European bug?" And 
then, when the secret was confided to him, he broke into roars of 
delight, shouting: “Of course, of course! Bob’s got to look after his 
interests." Meanwhile, Martha had already begun looking after 
his interests too. 

Although he had his pick of the big New York law offices, Bob 
Taft had characteristically informed his father: "I have a prejudice 
against New York as a place to work.” The elder Taft had found 
him a job in the leading Cincinnati firm of Maxwell & Ramsay, but

until Marcha Taft led an indignant rebellion, both father and son 
were prepared to let Maxwell, a canny Scor, pay no salary. Early 
the next year, by Martha Taft’s intervention, the young couple were 
able to set up housekeeping on a modest income. They lived simply 
and passed the weekends hunting for a farm, which they finally 
found on Indian Hill, overlooking the Little Miami valley. With 
coal-oil lamps, a well and 65 acres of land, it cost their entire joint 
fortune of $15,000. It is still their home, has now become the center 
of a suburban chateau country and causes Martha Taft to say: “It's 
the only thing we ever did that turned out to be fashionable."” 

The farm's title deeds were scarcely handed over when the Tafts 
were uprooted by the United States’ entry into the War. Bob Taft 
twice volunteered, was twice turned down for bad eyesight and be- 
came assistant general counsel of the Hoover Food Administration, 
where he acquired a permanent horror of price-fixing. “Whatever 
price we fixed," he says ruefully, “everybody howled.” When the 
War ended, he went to Europe with the Hoover relief mission and 
Martha Tafe, wangling a passport, followed him. The glietering 
Paris of the peace conference filled them with solid Cincinnatian 
distaste. When he left Paris to distribute food to Europe's starving 
millions, she went along, resourcefully using a letter from Hoover to 
get her across frontiers. ‘Three years had passed before they returned 
to Cincinnati, to settle down co becoming leading citizens. 

This they accomplished between 1920 and 1936. Bob Taft and his 
trother set up a one-room law office and rapidly expanded it, with 
the help of the family name, hard work and theit rich Uncle Charles, 
into the biggest and most prosperous in the city. Because of it, Bob 
Taft is now called “corporation lawyer," but his clients were always 
the smallish, local corporations that might have been served by a 
legal leading citizen in the ‘80's, While Bob Taft was building up 
his law practice, Martha Taft, who had already had two sons, bore 
two more. Both Tafts occupied themselves at home, farming their 
60 acres of land, unprofitably but with determination, and slowly 
adding to the farmhouse until it was transformed into a comfortable 
country place. 


They were the useful, reliable kind 


But these common cares by no means occupied the Tafts. Bob Taft 
fought off an outside holding company to reorganize the Cincinnati 
street-railway system, induced the railroads to build the Cincinnati 
Union station, formed a sort of arts trust that safely carried the 
symphony, the Taft Museum and other cultural institutions through 
the depression, and otherwise busied himself as a leading citizen 
should. Marcha Taft worked for the Girl Scouts and the Children’s 
Hospital, was a figure in the League of Women Voters and served as 
vice chairman of the Community Chest. The Tafts were the useful, 
reliable kind who were always called on, whether a neighboring 
farmer murdered his wife and committed suicide, leaving cwo small 
children to Bob Taft's guardianship, or the deepening depression 
brought unemployment, causing Martha Taft to head the first 
Cincinnati relief drive. 

In 1921, Bob Taft also entered politics as a candidate for the State 
Legislature. He was clected, went to Columbus with a reputation 
as a silk-stocking politician and astonished his fellow lawmakers by 
choosing as his specialty, of all disagreeable and laborious tasks, the 
revision of the antiquated Ohio tax system. He plugged away at 
tax revision for six years, becoming Republican House Leader in 
1925 and Speaker in 1926, and he had to return to Columbus as a 
State senator in 1931 to get the job finished. Meanwhile, he had 
tegun to be active in the Cincinnati Republican organization. At 
tke start, the organization was extremely malodorous but, fortu- 
nately for his future ambitions, he always remained a regular Re- 
publican. His brother Charley was a leader of the Republican City

Charterites, who bolted the Party, joined with the Democrats to 
start a City Charter movement and set up a city-manager government 
in Cincinnati. Bob Taft, more conservative, helped to write the city 
charter but would not join Charley Taft's bole. Instead, he stayed on 
in the organization, helped to clean it up and served a term as Repub- 
lican county chairman on the platform of “Reform from within.”” 

By 1936, when Bob Taft was Ohio's favorite son at the Republican 
convention, the team of Taft & Taft had achieved a solid success. If 
not rich, they were pleasantly well off. They had many friends, a 
happy family, an agreeable, bustling, sensible sort of life. They were 
leading citizens in every possible sense. Yet they were not content. 
Bob Taft, with the tribal hankering for public service, had always 
wanted to run for the Senate. It hardly seemed a good time to do so, 
in view of the huge Ohio majority just piled up by Franklin Roose- 
velt, but Bob Taft decided to survey the situation more closely. In 
1937 he made a couple of trips through the State, feeling things out. 
Then one day that fall, he went home to his farm and asked Marcha 
Taft's opinion. She replied simply: “‘It’s now or never, Bob,” and 
their Snare campaign began. 


The team wins Ohio's Senatorial race 


How Bob Taft bucked heavy odds in both primary and election; 
how he was opposed by the State leaders and had to build his own 
Cleveland Organization; how he plodded along, obstinately discuss- 
ing the issues; and how he persuaded his Democratic opponent, 
Senator Robert J. Bulkley, to join in debates that got national notice 
—these facts of the fight have been often recorded. So too have the 
doings of Martha Taft—how she began to speak because Scare 
Chairman Ed Schorr told her she shouldn't, causing her co march 
from his office to the platform of an opposition mecting in a Negro 
church, where she delivered a stirring abolitionist address; how she 
turned her car over to save a stray dog and crawled out of the wreck 
remarking: “At least, we'll get the kindness-to-animals vore;"" and 
how she ended by taking almost as an importane a pare as her hus- 
band. Bob Taft drove 30,000 miles, visited 87 counties and made 600 
speeches. Martha Taft did nearly as much, But che striking aspect 
of the Ohio election lay not in the incidents or statistics but in the 
seeming demonstration that, if they could tell their story long 
enough and hard enough to enough people, the Tafts had a knack of 
rounding up a majority. This knack is the main reliance of the 
team's campaign for the Presidency. 

Bob Taft is never exciting, can be astonishingly clumsy and tends 
to talk in rigid conservative orthodoxies until he is confronted with 
a specific issue. Then his seeming rigidity generally yields to the facts 
of the case. Grimly expounding the issues is the only campaigning 
method he knows. When he tries to do anything else, as in his 
famous Gridiron Dinner speech, he makes a dreadful failure. When 
he sticks to expounding the issues, he does pretty well, as was shown 
by the Gallup poll in his favor after his radio debates with silver- 
tongued New Deal Representative T. V. Smith. Yet even in combi- 
nation with Martha Taft’s charm, his carnest exposition of the 
problems of the day has not set the electorate on fire. 

Fortunately, neither Bob nor Martha Taft cares much for setting 
anyone on fire. What they are out for is the Republican nomination, 
and they are working like beavers co get it. They have already trav- 
cled thousands of miles, shaken tens of thousands of hands and con- 
ferred with hundreds of local Republican leaders. Both write their 
own speeches, both campaign alone, without the elaborate entourage 
of secretaries, publicity men, managers and brain-trusters which in- 
variably accompanies more ostentatious candidates, and Martha Taft 
even types the answers to her enormous mail. A sample Taft cam- 
paign trip was Marcha Taft's recent raid on Illinois and Minnesota. 

With no other impedimenta but a brief case and a valise, she 2 
rived in Chicago on an overnight train. She was to attend a Repub- 
ican reception on arrival, and speak at a Republican dinner that 
night. She was greeted by a committee of ladies, sent by Illinois’ 
touchy, Deweyite National Committeewoman, Mrs. Bertha Baur. 
The ladies were not overly friendly to the Taft candidacy but she 
entertained them politely, missing the reception in the process. She 
then went to the dinner in high good spirits, survived a somewhat 
chilly introduction by Mrs. Baur and managed to rouse the Repub- 
lican diners to a frenzy of happy enthusiasta. She then boarded a 
train for Minnesota. She had prepared only one speech, which 
she planned to repeat at all Minnesota stops, but at the last minute, 
despite her pleas, she was accompanied by the Chicago Tribune's 
woman feature writer, Marcia Wynn. Throughout Minnesota, there- 
fore, in order to give Miss Wynn some news, she sat up until 3 o'clock 
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every morning writing a new speech for the new day. All the speeches 
discussed the issues energetically; all of them ended with a few min- 
utes’ talk about Bob Taft. She spoke several times daily and be- 
tweenwhiles she crammed in all the other activities normally ex- 
pected of a candidate. Then, having charmed the Minnesotans and 
Miss Wynn, she again boarded a train toreturn to Washington, where 
she arrived as fresh as a daisy 

The Tafts not only do their campaigning singlehanded. They also 
manage their candidacy themselves, with the help of a small junta of 
Ohio friends including Brother Charley; former Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy David Sinton Ingalls, who runs the headquarters in Cleve- 
land; Bob Taft's law partner, former Representative John Hollister, 
who has a small office in New York, and another Cincinnati lawyer, 
George Warrington, who serves as treasurer. 

Since Eastern businessmen are convinced that “only a glamor can- 
didate can beat Roosevelt," most of the campaign funds have had to 
come from prosperous Ohioan admirers, such as Cleveland's Mrs. 
Chester Bolton. So far the funds have been enough to meet the pe- 
culiar requirements of Republican campaigning in several Southern 
States and co keep four organizers in the field in the North, but, unless 
big new contributors come in, the pre-convention expenditure will 
hardly run to more than $150,000. Lack of funds is one reason why 
Bob Taft has not entered the Illinois and Wisconsin primaries. He 
expressed the other in a revealing remark: “If I could make a real 
fight and had time to tell my story fully, I'd go on in like a shot. 
But I don’t fool myself with the idea that I'd do well in a sore of 
motion-picture popularity contest.” 

The team of Taft & Taft is perfectly aware that it would be getting 
nowhere if more colorful rivals did not suffer from serious handicaps. 
Given time, both Tafts think they can lick anyone but, as time is 
short, they are cheerfully conscious that Vandenberg’s foreign policy 
is obnoxious to the East, and Dewey's personality deeply disquieting 
to politicians. They think thac if they get the nomination, theensu- 
ing campaign will give chem time enough; then they expect co turn 
the same trick in the nation that they curned in Ohio. If they don't 
get the nomination, they will be content to have made the fight. 

They have settled themselves in a comfortable but rather gloomy 
rented house in Washington, and they enjoy the life of the Senate, 
even though it is now constantly interrupted by the campaign's ne- 
cessities. Washington took Martha Taft to its bosom at first sight 
Bob Taft, as usual, had to make himself known. Other Senators be- 
gan by thinking him arrogant and dull; larer they recognized him as 
an engagingly plain and very able man who says what he thinks, 
votes what he believes and puts on a show for no one. Now pretty 
nearly everyone likes the team of Taft & Taft. Even Representative 
Smith of the radio debates has told the New Deal crowd, “'If the 
country has to suffer a Republican President, my hope is itwill be Bob 
Taft.” 

Whether there will be a Republican President, and whether he will 
be Bob Taft, only an all-sceing Providence can tell. So many ob- 
stacles remain to be surmounted that the chance of both possibilities 
becoming actualities seems fairly slim at the moment. It is conven- 
tional, of course, for candidates not to care. But instead of the usual 
mouthings about “’sense of unfitness for heavy responsibilities which 
no man would willingly shoulder,”’ it is at least pleasant to hear 
Taft say ingloriously
